Chicago, June 19.—Dr. George F. 
Slater, aged 52, wealthy physician and 
realty operator, residing at 6800 Wood- 
lawn avenue, came out of the bath- 
room today and called his wife, Agnes.

Commander Going to Tufts 
Commencement; Flight Is 
for Scientific Data. 


SAFEST ROUTE IS SOUGHT 


Roosevelt Field, N. V. June 19 (By 
A. P.).—After a long conference with 
weather experts, Commander Richard 
BE. Byrd announced tonight that the 
Fokker monoplane America. will not 
take off on its proposed flight to Paris 
before Tuesday. 

Strong east winds with local rain- 
storms along the north Atlantic sea- 
board and a low pressure area extend- 
ing across the ocean from Newfound- 
land to, the Irish coast, Commander 
Byrd said, indicated that conditions for 
@ transatlantic filsht would not be 
‘favorable ‘within the next 24 or 36 
hours. 

Convinced that there would be no 
opportunity to begin the flight to- 
morrow, Commander Byrd said he 
would go to Boston late tonight to 
attend the Tufts College commence- 
ment exercises tomorrow, at which he 
isto receive an honorary degree of 
master of science. 

The plane rested in its hangar today 

and was the magnét for a large crowd 
who braved the showers for a glimpse 
of the big three-motored ship. Com- 
mander Byrd said today that he has 
no definite flight plans beyond his ar- 
riva! at Paris. 
} “Our instructions from Mr. Rodman 
Wanamaker,” he said, “are for a flight 
to Paris. What we will do after we 
arrive there I can not say.” 

Commander Byrd hopes to wrest from 
fog banks, winds, storm area, and 
temperatures on the Atlantic secrets 
which will further the science of flying 
between the New World and the Old. 
He explained today the scientific pur- 
pose of his forthcoming nonstop flight 
to Paris in the trimotored monoplane 
America. 


One of the chief purposes of the 
flight, he said, will be to find the 


fastest and safest flying lane to Europe. 
Whether the fastest lane will coincide 
with the safest; he said, he did not 
know. ; 

“One of the things we are trying to

People Must Give Funds 
for Temporary Port, 
He Declares. 


NO MONEY AVAILABLE 
TILL APRIL, IT 1S HELD 


Board of Trade Will Con- 
sider the Problem at a 
Meeting Tonight. 


Funds for providing a temporary air- 
port heré to accommodate the planes 
of the air mail line, which will begin 
operation trom New York to Atlanta 
this fall, will ‘have to be raised by pub- 
lic subscription, Maj. W. E. R. Covell, 
who is in charge of the concerted drive 
to locate and equip the field, said yes- 
terday. 

According to Maj. Covell, it will be 
necessary to provide by public sub- 
scription all money necessary for the 
equiprhent and maintenance of an air- 
port until Congress convenes and pro- 
vides the money in the regular District 
appropriation. 

This means that no money could 
possibly be available for the airport 
from congressional appropriation until 
possibly April. There is no money 
available from any existing appropria- 
tion, emergency appropriation, or from 
any other source, Mej. Covell pointed 
out. 


Zihimen to Offer Biil. 


Of course, there is some question as 
to what Congress will do about the 
local airport matter. There is now no 
existing law authorizing an appropria- 
tion for an airport here, either for pur- 
chase of the land for the port or main- 
tenance. Representative Frederick N. 
Zihiman, chairman of the House Dis- 
trict committee, has said, however, that 
he will introduce a bill giving such au- 
thority as soon as Congress convenes. 
This hill will be a mandate for an ap- 
propriation, either for purchase or 
maintenance, or both. Representative 
ZihIman, believes Congress will adopt it. 

‘The city faces the necessity, whatever 


| the. choice..for a. temporary landing 


field may be, of paying for the pur- 
chase and installation of a high-power- 


ed flood light, and a whole system of

ID TORN BY FIFTH BLAST 


Supply of City, Loosed in 
Water War, Flows 
Into Valley. 


DYNAMITING NEAR LAKE 


Lone Pine, Calif., June 19 (By A. P.). 
Another dynamiting of the Los Angeles 
Aqueduct occurred early today near 
Diaz Lake, 2 miles south of this Owens 
Valley town. A large section of the 
open concrete-lined ditch was torn out 
by the blast which severely shook this 
town. 

The blast. blew out the concrete-lined 
ditch and its embankments, sending 
part of the water pouring out into the 
semidesert valley. The ditch, which 
carried several feet of water and is 
about 12 feet wide, skirts the Alabama 
foothills at the edge of the valley, con- 
veying the water from the intake at 
Owens River down the valley where ‘it 
enters the huge steal pipe that.in turn. 
conducts the water through- 200 miles 
of desert and mountain to’ Los Angeles. 

The latest dynamiting comes as the 
aftermath of a series of attempts on 
the part of merchants and tradespeo- 
ple in Owens Valley towns to negotiate 
& settlement with the Los Angeles 
Water and Power Commission for the 
loss of business since: Los Angeles pur- 
chased orchard and. farming land in 
the valley to acquire water rights for 
the municipal supply.

Premier Criticizes Naming of 
Cruiser Alsace; Resents 
Jibes in Newspapers. 


DAWES REVISION OPPOSED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, June 19.—Premier Poincare, 
speaking at the dedication of a war 
memorial at Luneville, in Lorraine, to- 
day, warned Germany that the French 
government was not satisfied with the 
Reich’s postwar attitude. 

The premier’s speech, caustic in 
parts, was interpreted as meaning that 
Foreign Minister Briand’s policy of out- 
and-out conciliation with Germany, in- 
cluding new treaties and the reduction 
of the number of troops in the Rhine- 
land, was not accepted in its entirety 
by the coalition cabinet.

As a result of their inspection of the 
site of the proposed development yes- 
terday, the commissions will meet to- 
day at the Cosmos Club to prepare the 
formal recommendations which they 
will make on the matter, ‘and, Judging 
from the comment of those forming 
the party of inspection, the report will 
be adverse to the project. 

It is considered by those familiar 
with the water. power project and with 
plans for the beautification of Wash- 
ington and vicinity that an adyerse re- 
port by the planning commissions will 
mean the definite settling of the mat- 
ter. The Federal Power Commission, 
it is pointed out, will undoubtedly be 
guided by their recommendations, and 
will, m all probability, refuse to make 
permanent the preliminary permit 
under which the Potomac River Core 
poration is now going ahead with sur- 
veys and plans for the power project.

Committee Asks Early Nego- 
tiations Looking Toward 
Treaty With Canada. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A unanimous t favoring con- 
struction by the United States and. 
Canada of a ship canal from the Great 
Lakes to the Atlantic via the St. Law- 
rence River was made public yesterday 
by a joint committee representing the 
business_and pubNo interests of all six 


the capital costs and economic bene- 
fits anticipated was presented along 
with the findings, on the basis of which 
the report rejected all alternative pro- 
posals for construction of purely Amer- 
ican routes from the lakes to the sea. 

“The committee places itself definite- 
ly on,record as favoring the carly 
entrance of this government into nego- 
tiations with the officials of the Cana- 
dian government looking toward the 
prompt consummation of a treaty, “the 
report said, “which will make possible 
the undertaking of the enterprise, and 
urges upon all New England’s local and 
national representatives the desirability 
of their full cooperation in every rea- 
sonable manner to bring this result 
about.” 

Charles R. Gow, of Boston, and 29 
representative New England men, five 
from each of the States, signed the 
report, the result of nearly six months 
of investigation. 

Construction of the St. 
waterway would cost between $3650,- 
100,000 and 8385,500,000, the report 
said, depending upon the exact plan 
adopted, but most of this money would 
be returned from power development, 
since the water fall from Lake Ontario 
to Montreal is 244 feet. The nét cost 
of the waterway for navigation was 
estimated at between 8123,000,000 and 
$148,000,000. 

The channel, when completed, would 
furnish a route for an estimated ex- 
port shipment of from 8,000,000 to 
12,000,000 tong annually, balanced by 
import tonnage of from 3,000,000 to 
4,000,000 tons. 

By its operation, the committee said. 
4,000 miles, or approximately 50 per 
cent, would be added to the coast line 
of the Nation. 

“The committee looks upon the pro- 
posed expenditure for developing the 
waterway as in the nature of a capital 
investment of a national character, 
upon which exceptionally large divi- 
dends would be returned in the form 
of reduced transportation costs and the 
general benefit and prosperity of a 
large and important section of the 
country,” the report continued. 

“It believes the net result of the 
development incidentally would be of 
great advantage to New England and 
the surrounding community, both from 
a broad national standpoint as well as 
that of purely local self interest.” 

While the waterway contemplated 
could reduce Middle Western freight 
costs in marketing agricultural produce 
and take some freight from railroads, 
the committee concluded that in the 
long run even the railroads would bene- 
fit from the increased prosperity, and 
that the annual tonnage -volume in- 
crease of American freight would enable 
them to recoup any losses. 

All routes proposed on the American 
side exclusively, the committee said, 
were ruled out of consideration by the 
extreme cost of construction, greater 
distance over which traffic would be 
routed, and the amount of obstruction 
encountered. 

The suggestion that on military 
grounds the United States should build 
on the American side a canal between 
Lake Ontario and Lake Erie which’ 
would duplicate the Canadian Wellan 
Canal was stamped as “an unwarranted 
and gratuitous insult to a fyiendly 
neighbor and valuable commer¢ial ally 
with whom we are now sQ closely re- 
lated economically that guch an eventu- 
ality is inconceivable.’ 

The Canadian government’s heavy ex- 
y penditures on the Welland Canal, it was 
added, should be treated as having been 
made. in furtherance of the St. Law- 
rence project, and the committee urged 
that “in a subsequent division of cost 
between the two countries, Canada 
should be given credit for this expendi- 
wool as an integral part of the enter- 
prise.

A meeting in interest of restoration 
of the lighting plant recently destroyed 
by fire at Cardinal Gibbons Institute, 
Ridge, Md., was held at St. Augustine's 
Church yesterday, the prinGipal speak- 
ers being Admiral William 8.

fashion. They have requisitioned the 
major portion of. one of the big hotels, 
the remainder being taken by the 
British delegation, thus recalling the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance which the 
Washington naval conference relegated 
to history when the four power ci- 
fic pact was substituted for it. 

With traditional attachment for 
Nippon ways and methods the Japanese 
have brought their own telephone ex- 
change operator, and when one calls 
up the Japanese delegation at their 
hotel a girlish birdlike voice answers 
“moshi, moshi,” which corresponds to 
the universal “hello, hello.” 

When the portly and benevolent look- 
ing Admiral Saito slowly descends the 
Stairway and crosses the lobby, the 
Japanese present rise respectfully and 
make a low Japanese obeisance, re- 
served for beloved and aged dignitaries 
and members of the imperial family. 
Admiral] Saito was easily the most pop- 
ular figure at the reception which Hugh 
S. Gibson, head of the American dele- 
gation, gave this afternoon. His white 
hair almost matches that of Admiral 
Hilary P. Jones, vice chairman of the 
American delegation. Already the two 
old seadogs have scraped up an attach- 
ment, 

Viscountess Saito, Viscountess Ishii 
and Dame Caroline Bridgman, wife of 
the first lord of the British admiralty, 
shared the feminine honors of the oc- 
casion. 


Only English Spoken. 


English wus the language of the re- 
ception, as will be of the conference, 
for all the Japanese now in Geneva 
were selected because of their knowl- 
edge of the Anglo-Saxon tongue. Ad- 
miral. Knobayashi, who fills the. role 
at Geneva which Admiral Kunji Kato 
filled at Washington, laughingly voiced 
the hope that the Americans and Brit- 
ish would not rush through fmportant 
conference problems, as the Japanese 
needed more time than they to digest 
the English documents and English 
speeches. 

The conference is the last appear- 
ance of Viscount Ishii on the. Euro- 
pean political stage. for, when he re- 
turns to Japan he probably will enter 
the privy council. When Mr. Gibson 
told him he was a friend of the late 
Henry Denison, long-time American 
adviser of the Japanese foreign office, 
Ishii dropped his set Samurai expres- 
sion, patted the youthful-looking Gib- 
son on the back and said reverently. 

“Denison was my guiding star in my 
early political career In the family 
shrine in my home in Tokyo there is 
always a tablet in memory of my teach- 
er. Denison.” 

There is no romance for Americans 
so far as cruisers are concerned in the 
revised auxiliary war craft tonnage, 
which will doubtless serve as a basis 
for the negotiations at the coufer- 
ence, These figures, which include 
ships over 20 years of age and thocse 
either building or contracted for, give 
the United States 40 cruisers, totaling 
334,000 tons; Great Britain, 64, tota!'n, 
388,000 tons, and Japan, 38, tota.‘ag 
248,000 tons. 

But the United States has sixteen 
cruisers practically useless for mod rn 
warfare, These comprise the 8t. Louis, 
Seattle, Charletson, Frederick, Pitis- 
burgh, Huntington, Galveston, Pueolo 
Chattanooga, Denver, Des Moines, 
Cleveland, Albany, New Orleans, Roch- 
ester and Olympia, old flagship of Avu- 
miral Dewey. Within a year and a half 
six more will become aged. 

The United States has two cruisers 
of the 10,000-ton type under construc- 
tion and six contracted for, but none 
other authorized. Great Britain's 64 
cruisers do not include a single ship 
over 20 years of age; she is building thir- 
teen 10,000-ton cruisers, five of which 
will probably be completed this year, 
and has a program of nine more, 


U. 8. Tonnage Is 75,000. 


American experts assert that the 
United States has an effective cruiser 
tonnage of only 75,000, against Great 
Britain’s 249,000. Of Japan's 38 cruisers, 
9 are antiquated. 

The lesson of the cruiser figures is 
that the United States is far from en- 
joying that parity with England which 
the Washington conference laid down 
in establishing the 5-5-3 ratio for bat- 
tleships and that the United States is 
not much better off than Japan. 

When it comes to destroyers and sub- 
marines, it is another story, for here 
the United States is far ahead of both 
Great Britain and Japan. The United 
States has 309 destroyers against 184 
for Great Britain and 108 for Japan, and 
possésses 124 submarines, against 70 for 
Great Britain and 78 for Japan. It, 1s 
presumed that Great Britain and Ja 
will not be slow to point out that the 
United States is well above the 5-5-3 
ratio in these categories, and the 
United States may be obliged to scrap 
some of its destroyers and submarines 
if the total tonnage is fixed below the 
existing figures.

weather predictions, based on reports 
from ships at sea, one can tell at any 
time what the weather is across the 
Atlantic, which will be an invaluable 
aid to transatlantic fliers. In this 
connection, 1 might say the Radio Cor- 
poration of America has already been 
sending us very valuable’reports, based 
on messages radioed from ships at sea 
That is the only method by which we 
can get weather predictions. This Is 
the first time it has ever been done 
and it is a most interesting experiment. 
Undoubtedly, this system of gathering 
weather reports for transatlantic flying 
will be a regular’thing in time,” 

“When regular flights are made 
across the Atlantic, every ship on the 
sea will probably give steady reports. 
Then we Will be absolutely certain 
about weather conditions; we can’t be 
certain at preserit.” 


Arctic Weather Station. 


Commander Byrd predicted that a 
weather station will be established on 
the great Greenland ice. cap. This great 
block of ice, he said, is believed by 
certain scientists to be responsible for 
the storms on the Atlantic, which often 
come uP suddenly and without warn- 
ing. The great tce cap, he said, is a 
huge block af ice about 1,500 miles 
long, 500 miles wife and from 1 to 
2 miles thick. With the establish- 
ment of a weather observatory on 
the ice cap, where winds and temper- 
tures could be investigated, he said, 
within two or three years, we ought 
to be able to predict with certainty 
these Atlantic storms. 

Commander Byrd said fog banks, en- 
countered by Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh as well ag by Clarence D. Cham- 
berlin and Charles Levine, offer an- 
other field‘ for scientific investigation 
on the America’s trip to Paris. He 
pointed out that is important for 
future transocean fliers to know 
whether or not a fog bank extends 
from the water level to the clouds 
above or whether the “roof” of the fog 
bank lies a distance below the clouds. 


“The reports of Lindbergh and 
Chamberlin,” he added, “seemed ‘to in- 
dicate that there was no clear space 
between the water level of the fogs and 
the clouds above.” 

Byrd said he will devote close atten- 
tion to the Atlantic winds in an effort 
to find out what direction they will 
be at certain altitudes when they are 
in a given direction on the surface of 
the ocean. ! 

“The question before us,” he said, “is 
will those winds at a higher altitude 
be different in direction and different 
in velocity than they are on the sur- 
face. We think they will be, for exam- 


station. : 


of the water, it shifte toward the west 
and gets its maximum speed at an alti- 
tude of 1,500 feet. We believe that it 
increases from 1 to 2 knots every 1,000 
feet up to 1,600, decreasing from 1,500 
to 3,000, then begins to increase again. 
However, we are not sure of that and 
that is one of the things we want to 
find out.” 


Aid From’‘ West Wind. 


Commander Byrd believed that an 
aviator would find a. prevailing west 
wind at an altitude of 25,000 feet, 
which would be greater in velocity than 
at a lesser altitude. At 25,000 feet he 
thought the velocity of the wind would 
be as high as 80 miles per hour. Al- 
though the aviator would lose power 
because of the rarity of the atmosphere 
at that height, Byrd believed that the 
resultant loss of sneed would be more 
than overcome by the favorable west 
wind, These prevailing west winds, he 
said, would be of great value in around- 
the-world flights. 

“Because of the prevailing westerly 
winds,” he said, “we are nearer Europe 
by air by about 400 miles than Europe 
is to us.” . 

In this connection he pointed out 
that the two French fliers, Nungesser 
and Coli, undertook a more difficult 
flight in attempting to fly from east 
to west, than if they had started from 
this country. . 

Byrd then took up the question of 
storm areas, which, he explained, re- 
volve counter-clockwise as they travel. 

“By flying on the southern rim of a 
storm traveling east,” he said, “planes 
should be able to take advantage of this 
counter-clockwise movement and be 
carried toward Europe at a high speed. 
In other words, a plane might gain from 
the low-pressure area 30 or “* miles an 
hour in addition to the speed furnished 
by the propeller.” 


Danger From Cold. 


Freezing temperatures, Byrd said, of- 
fer the greatest danger to flier. Fifteen 
minutes after encountering freezing 
weather, he added, a plane would be 
forced down, because ice, forming on 
the wings, would change the contours, 
and cause the plane to lose “lift.” Also, 
he said, ice forms on the prepeller and 
is flung off to the wings, tearing them. 

“The greatest danger,” he said, “is 
when the thermometer is at freezing 
or 2 degrees above or below the freez- 
ing point. Beyond those points, either 
above or below, me danger ic not s0 
great. Therefore, one of the things 
we will have to keep a close watch on 
is our thermometer. When a flier finds | 
himself within the dangerous freezing 
temperatures, he must get out imme- 
diately, and he can do one of several 
things, if he is flying at two or three 
thousand feet—he must descend to a 
lower level or climb to a higher one. 
If he can ro‘ avoid the freezing tem- 
perature that way he should steer 
southerly for a warmer temperature.”

Defying Downpour, Big Crowd 
Breaks Cordon Around 
Airmen and Wives. 


WOMEN MAKE TRIP 
IN PASSENGER PLANE 


Visit Paid to Munich, Where 
Aviators Issue Thanks to 
German People. 


Vienna, Austria, June 19 (By A. P.). 
Hopping off from Berlin this morning, 
Clarence D. Chamberlin and Charles A. 
Levine, the American transatlantic 
fliers, in the Bellanca plane reached 
Munich about 3:35 in the afternoon, 
and landed safely at Vienna at 7:25 
this evening in a pouring rain 

Many high dignitaries of the Austrian 
government and city officials, as well 


as the entire general staff of the 
Austrian army were waiting for the 
aviators in a reserved inclosure at 
Aspern Field. Outside were thousands 
of men and women who roared a wel- 
come to the visitors. The sun had 
shone most of the day, but late in the 
afternoon it had clouded, and rain con- 
tinued steadily. 

Chamberlin and Levine were holsted 
shoulder high, and the pilot of the 
Columbia saluted the assembly, shout- 
ing: “Guten tag, wien!” 

Mrs. Chamberlin and Mrs. Levine ar- 
rived a-few minutes later in a passenger 
plane, one of the escort of more than 
half a dozen machines. 


Crowds Defy Rain. 


The American aviators were carried 
to the stand'at the side of the flying 
field, where most of the ministers 


greeted them, while an official welcome 
was extended to the airmen’s wives. 

During aJl the official ceremony of 
welcome the crowd that had been wait- 
ing for hours through sunshine and 
drenching rain kept up a roar of cheers, 
and when finally the airmen stepped 
into an automobile to be driver around 
the field where all could see them, the 
police cordons were crushed, and there 
was a scene of hero worship such as the 
Viennese have seldom witnessed. 

The crowds surged around the auto- 
mobile, and when at length order was 
restored some one stepped forward and 
proffered the a\iators a stein of beer. 
as the airmen proceeded around the 
field :. military band »xlayed “The Stars 
and stripes,” and mounted police with 
drawn swords escorted the automobile. 

From the airdrome in the twilight 
they went to their hotel, where a suite 
had been provided by the government, 
there to prepare for an official dinner, 
the first of many fetes arranged for 
them in Vienna. 


Munich Is Enthuslastic. 


Munich, Germany, June 19 (By A. 
P.).—Bavaria's reception to Clarence 
Chamberlin and Charles Levine on 
their arrival here this afternoon from 
Berlin in their plane Columbia was 
quite as boisterous and hearty as ac- 
corded the American fliers on their 
tour of a dozen or more German cities 
in the past week. Munich’s disap- 
pointment at their failure to appear @ 
week ago was forgotten, when the Co- 
lumbia, piloted by Chamberlin and es- 
corted by a half dozen other planes 
hove in sight shortly after 3 o’clock. 

No sooner had the landing been made, 
when the crowds broke through the 
police cordons and made a rush for the 
two fliers before the welcoming com- 
mittees and other delegations had an 
opportunity to hand them the freedom 
of the city. Chamberlin and Levine 
and their wives finally succeeded in 
liberating themselves from the friendly 
imypetuousity of the spectators, and 
were hurried in motor cars to the 
Rathaus, where a formal welcome was 
extended by the lord mayor, represen- 
tatives of the Bavarian ministry and 
aero club and the American consul. 

After the welcoming addresses were 
concluded the aviators stepped out on 
the balcony, where they were lustily 
acclaimed by the throngs in the street. 
The filers were presented by the City 
of Munich with the American flag to 
which were attached white and blue 
ribbons. the colors of Bavaria, while 
their wives were handed a “lebkuchen,” 
a prized local delicacy in the shape of 
a heart. The aviators also were pre- 
sented with the golden pin of the Ger- 
man Touring Club’s official honor deco- 
ration. 

The trip from Berlin took less than 
five hours, although the planes encoun- 
tered head winds all the way. They 
made the start for Vienna at 5:35. 


Thanks for Welcome. 


Prior to their departure from Ger- 
many Chamberif{n and Levine issued a 
proclamation of thanks to the German 
people. 

“As we are about to leave German 
soil,” says the proclamation, “we wish 
to express our most sincere thanks to 
the German people and government 
and all the authorities for the hospita- 
ble reception and numerous distinctions 
and honors accorded us. When the 
Columbia almost a fortnight ago landed 
on German soil the enthusiasm and ju- 
bilation with which we were received 
proved how highly our deed was ap- 
praised by the German people. Since 
then this enthusiasm has never waned 
wherever we went. 

“We are scarcely able to express how 
deeply we are touched by all these 
honors, and on our return to America 
it will give us the greatest satisfaction 
to describe our reception in Germany. 
We also hope that our flight may have 
brought the hearts of our respective 
nations closer together, and in this we 
would see the greatest distinction con- 
ferred for our flight.

Cleveland, Ohio, June 19 (By A. P.). 
A proposal of officers of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers that the 
brotherhood merge their banking and 
financial interests with the Mitten in- 
terests of Philadelphia, is expected to 
reach the floor of the triennial conven- 
tion of the brotherhood here this week. 

Announcement that such a step was 
contemplated caused a stir among the 
delegates today. Effect of the an- 
nouncement was _ problematical. A 
number of delegates today declared 
they would oppose any plan that would 
mean abandonment of the original co- 
operative idea of Warren S. Stone, who 
founded the first brotherhood bank in 
Cleveland in 1920. 

Officials of the brotherhood, while 
not denying that a merger of the 
brotherhood’s interests with those of 
Thomas E. and A. A. Mitten was under 
consideration, refused any comment on 
the negotiations. 

All banks of the brotherhood and 
their investment companies, including 
their real estate development project 
of 30,000 acres at. Venice, Fla., and the 
Coal River Collieries Co. of West Vir- 
ginia, are included in the plan. 

Under the proposed plan the Mitten 
management would put into the pres- 
ent brotherhood holdings now totaling 
over $85,000,000, “a substantial amount 
of new capital,”” and would assume ac- 
tive direction of the brotherhood’s in- 
terests. It was learned that should the

merger be effected the brotherhood and 
the Mitten interest would establish 
a number of new banks. 

It was pointed out that should the 
Mitten interests be invited to join with 
the brotherhood it would give them a 
chain of banks under their control in 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, Minneapolis, Tacoma, Spokane, 
Portland, Seattle and San Francisco. 
The Mittens were in Cleveland last 
week, it was learned, but did not ap- 
pear before the convention. 

Any merger must have approval of 
the convention and it was thought this 
will be sought at sessions this week.

Baker, Mayor Victoria B. Miller and 
several of those who chipped in to meet 
Lindbergh’s last $2,000 to make the 
New York-to-Paris flight possible. 

From Secretary of War Davis Lind- 
bergh received his commission as a 
colonel in the United States Army Air 
Force Reserve, and Gov. Baker handed 
the daring youth the commission of a 
colonel in the air force of the Missouri 
National Guard, in which he was a cap- 
tain when he flew across the Atlantic. 

“Today, before this statue of the pa- 
tron, St. Louis, we are gathered to do 
honor to the pride of St. Louis, Charles 
Lindbergh,” said Secretary Davis. “King 
Louis IX, St. Louis, tried in vain 
to conquer foreign people by force of 
arms; Lindbergh. captured the whole 
world by his skill, by his gallantry— 
above.all, by his modesty. The spirit of 
St. Louis, the crusader of old, was 
builded on faith, chivalry and idealism; 
the spirit of St. Louis today, as typified 
by our crusader of the air, is builded on 
the same firm foundation. 


Praises Plane’s Name. 


“It was a happy inspiration which 
named Lindbergh's plane “The Spirit of 
St. Louis.’ In its proud and soaring 
flight it well typifies the spirit of this 
fair city. And the pilot, tall above his 
fellows, may well suggest the city’s pa- 
tron saint before whose monument we 
stand, who was every inch a king. 
Louis IX of France was a lover 
of peace but a crusader; charitable but 
rigorously just, and, save for his moth- 
er, Blanche of Castile, he rode alone, 
ruling without favorites or prime min- 
ister. How fitting that a plane with 
such a name, piloted by such a youth, 
should fly from America to her ancient 
ally; France. Lindbergh worthily repre- 
sents, not only the spirit of St. Louis, 
but the spirit of America; above all, the 
spirit of glorious, daring, all-conquering 
youth.

MAD BULL STILL LEADS 
AT O1GTH MILE OF ANGE 


Flying Cloud Second in Run 
From San Francisco to 
Oregon Town. 


SIXTH DAY OF MARATHON 


Trinidad, Calif., June 19 (By A: P.). 
Mad Bull, Karook Indian from Oregon, 
passed through Trinidad at 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon and was speeding north 
early tonight 20 miles in advance of his 


nearest competitor in the 480-mile 
marathon from San Francisco to Grants 
Pass, Oreg., as the sixth day of the 
foot race ended. 

To date the. leader has covered 318 
miles and has 162 miles to travel. 

The race started last Tuesday from 
the San Francisco City Hall and the 
leader had averaged approximately 63 
miles a day in his quest for the $1,000 
cash prize hung up for the winner. 

Mad Bull was working his way today 
through a country somewhat colder 
than yesterday, when he moved through 
large long stands of giant redwoods. To- 
night he enters an area known for its 
denseness, although he.is following the 
main well-traveled Redwoo Highway. 

Followers of Mad Bull estimated that 
he would not be able to maintain his 
daily average of 63 miles after he 
reaches Crescent City and enters on the 
high winding mountain climb of more 
than 80 miles into Grants Pass, Oreg. 

Flying Cloud, another ‘Karook, hold- 
ing second place, arrived in Eureka, 
20 miles south of here, at 1 p. m. and 
left at 1:40. He passed Mad River, 16 
miles north of Eureka, about 5 o'clock, 
and was expected here momentarily to- 
night. 

Melika, the Zuna runner from New 
Mexico, held third place in the con- 
test. Melika held an even pace to- 
day, reserving his strength as he did 
yesterday, when Chochee made a vain 
spurt in an effort to overtake Mad 
Bull. Melika today trotted along be- 
hind Flying Cloud, reaching Eureka at 
3:30 o'clock. 

Chochee, recovering from his dash 
yesterday, was 20 miles behind Melika, 
with Rushing Water and Fighting Stag 
some 10 miles behind him, contesting 
fourth place. Falcon was some 7 miles 
behind Fighting Stag and closely pur- 
sued by Big White Deer. 

Sweek Eagle, who was botheréd yes- 
terday by a bad “charlie horse” today 
was under medical observation at Cool- 
idge Redwood Park.

Mounds and Live Among 
the Indians. 


ILLINOIS STATE HELD 
KEY IN ANTHROPOLOGY 


Walker Museum Curator to 
Study Story of Western 
Dinosaurs. 


Chicago, June 19 (By A. P.).—Field 
expeditions from the University of Chi- 
cago have started on divergent trails 
to study scientific records of America 
in geology, anthropology, archeology 
and paleontology. 

In their tireless quest for mysterious 
links in North America’s ancient his- 
tory, some will dig in the mounds of 
races long extinct; others will live 
among Indians which still retain their 
ancient culture, and others will quarry 
the rocks. Many classes also will do 
active work in the field. 

Prof. Fay Cooper Cole, university 
anthropologist, will study Illinois 
mounds, continuing the extensive work 
started last year. [Illinois is the key 
in anthropology for prehistoric Ameri- 
ea, Prof. Cole believes, and it is planned 
to gather extensive data, preserve the 


mounds and stop looting so that a 
scientific study may continue. 


WIl Study Dinosaurs. 


East central Wyoming, whicn is both 
fertile and unworked by scientific ex- 
plorations, will be studied by Paul 
Miller, curator of Walker’s Museum. 
Thirty. years ago, Mr. Walker roped 
steers and hunted big game in the West. 
Now Mr. Miller will stalk big game of 
bygone ages, the dinosaurs and other 
long extinct monsters who have left 
their story in the rocks. 

Two other university anthropologists, 
Prof. Edwin Sapir and Fangkusi Li, 
Chinese students, will study the tradi- 
tions of a group of Hupa Indians in 
northwestern California. 

Other studies will be made among 
the Acoma Indians of the living reptiles 
at Woods Hole, Mass., while a group of 
25 students, under Prof. Stuart Weller, 
will meet tomorrow at the University of 
Chicago Field Station, near Genevieve. 
Mo., for an intensive study of geological 
formations at the foot of the Ozarks.

ASSAILS OTHER FEATURES 


New York, June 19 (By A. P.)— 
The book, “Adventures in Constructive 
Finance,” by United States Senator 


Carter Glass, of Virginia, has been 
termed by Samuel Untermyer an at- 
tempt to take away from former United 
States Senator Robert L. Owen, of Okla- 
homa, the credit “to which he, more 
than any other man, is entitled” as the 
“true author” of the Federal reserve 
act. 

Mr. Untermyer, in a 40-page pam- 
phlet, made public today, charges that 
the manifest purpose of the book was 
“to picture Senator Glass in the role of 
the sole author of that historic piece of 
legislation and all others as at best 
assistants or supernumeraries.” 

To accomplish that purpose, he de- 
cluares, Senator Glass “saw fit * * * 
to assail bitterly the integrity” of Col. 
E. M. House, “to belittle and grossly 
misrepresent the work of the under- 
signed,” to “minimize the important 
part played” by William Gibbs McAdoo, 
then Secretary of the Treasury, and “to 
ignore the influence” of William J. 
Bryan. 

He said the Federal reserve act was 
th: direct outcome of the disclosures 
by the Pugo investigating committee 
of the House of Representatives in 1912- 
1913 “of the dangerous concentration 
of the control of money and credits.” 
He-added that this committee, of which 
he was counsel and investigator, 
“proved the existence of a vast money 
trust, which it was the design of the 
Federal reserve act, to destroy.” 

The main credit for the enactment 
of the Federal reserve act, Mr. Unter- 
myer said, belonged to Senator Owen. 
References of Senator Glass to the part 
Untermyer played in the preparation of 
the so-called Treasury Bureau bill or in 
efforts to have it substituted for the 
Federal reserve act were characterized 
as “fiction, pure and simple from be- 
ginning to end.” Mr. Untermyer said 
he knew of no such bill until the ap- 
pearance of Senator Glass’ book.

Fund Exclusive of Political or 
War Debts, Dr. Max 
Winkler Says. 


BIG INCREASE IS SHOWN 


New York, June 19 (By A. P.).— 
American investments in foreign coun- 
tries at the end of 1926 reached a total 
of approximately $13,000,000,000, exclu- 
sive of the political or war debts, ac- 
cording to a report by Dr. Max Winkler, 
vice president of Bertron, Griscom & 
Co., bankers, published today by the in- 


formation service of the foreign policy 
association. 


Dr. Winkler’s figure is appreciably in 
excess of estimates which have hitherto 
been published in connection with for- 
eign borrowings in this country because 


it includes not only new issues offered 
for public subscription, but also securi- 
ties underwritten in this market and 
placed privately with American in- 
vestors, direct American purchases of 
foreign property not involving the sale 
of foreign securities, the acquisition of 
foreign securities already outstanding 
and the purchase of foreign issues, both 
stocks and bonds. 

The figures Dr. Winkler presents for 
1926 are more than $600,000,000 higher 
than the estimates that have been 
made, and those for 1925 are almost 
$1,000,000,000 in excess of the estimates 
of the Department of Commerce. 

“American funds were an important 
factor in the defeat of the central pow- 
ers during the war and an equally im- 
portant factor in their rehibilitation,” 
Dr. Winkler said. “American money 
helped rebuild Japan after the disaster 
in the fall of 1923. America has loaned 
money to European and Latin-American 
countries for public improvements and 
for private, commercial and industrial 
developments.” 


Paris Doctors Debate 
Secrecy of Practice 


Paris, June 19 (By A. P.).—-The ques- 
tion of professional secrecy as it con- 
cerns doctors is now the subject of 
study by a special copgmmnittee of the 
Academy of Medicine. 

The committee was constituted after ' 
Dr. Letulle, in a report to the learned 
society, came out strongly in favor) of 
absolute medical secrecy. He went go 
far as to say that the required declatm- 
tion of contagious diseases was fm 
cumbent solely on the families’ fif- 
volved, and that the doctor who report- 
ed them without the families’ consent 
was usurping a prerogative that did not 
belong to him. 

For some time there has been con- 
siderable agitation in favor of à medi- 
cal association code which should 
strictly define the duties of doctors and 
prescribe adequate penalties for in- 
fringements. The medical men favor- 
ing this move would model their ethical 


charter on that of the Paris Bar Asso- 
ciation,

Answer—Your first and last questions 
are answered in my reply to “One Who 
Needs Help.” Ice passed over the face 
acts as a.mild astringent and. color 
stimulant, but I do not generally rec- 
ommend it. Although some may use it 
without harm, to others it acts as a 
shock to the skin. I do not think it 
véry advisable to use lanolin on the 
entire face, especially if one has a 
tendency toward superfluous hair, for 
it might stimulate the . unwanted 
growth. The area under the eyes is 
not susceptible to hair, and there it 
is beneficial to apply lanolin at night. 


Dear Viola Paris: Will henna applied 
to hair which has a permanent wave 
destroy or in any way affect —. wave? 

Answer—Henna will not destroy the 
wave, but, in my opinion, it adds noth- 
ing to the appearance. Hair that is 
“touched up” plainly shows it. The 
effect is always unnatural, and the pro- 
cess is a distinct nuisance, for the 
new hair must’ be colored as it grows 
in order not to present a ludicrous ap- 

earance. Some times hair appears to 

e more difficult to wave after henna, 
but there is no actually harmful ef- 
fect.

Highway Should Be 
Built, He Says. 


WOMEN WILL LEARN

There are no factional differences 
among the people of Arlington County 
with reference to Dr. Samuel M.. Jonhn- 
son’s proposed 200-foot boulevard, de- 
clared Arthur Orr, president of the 
Straight-to-the-Bridge Boulevard As- 
sociation, last night. 

“All are agreed,” he said, “that the 
200-foot boulevard and the straight-to- 
the-bridge road both should be built. 
Dr. Johnson, from the beginning, has 
recognized the necessity of the imme- 
diate construction of the direct route. 
A year ago, in a letter to a local citi- 
zens’ association, he declared traffic 
needs would, in the near future, call 
for a 100-foot right of way from Falls 
Church to the Lee boulevard, in the 
Porter woods, and then the improve- 
ment should be made or well under 
way four years hence, when the Arling- 
ton Bridge is completed.” 

When the State Highway Commission 
announced its intention to build a 
State road to the new bridge, advocates 
of each highway route appealed to the 
State authorities for adoption of their 
particular route. 

“That does not mean,” declared Mr, 
Orr, “that the boulevard backers are 
opposed to the straight-to-the-bridge 
highway, nor does it mean that we are 
opposed to the Lee boulevard. Advo- 
cates of the two roads who reside in 
Arlington County decided, long ago, to 
submit their differing opinions to the 
State Highway Commission and to 
abide cheerfully by that body’s decision. 
Dr. Johnson and a few others living 
outside the county are the only ones 
so far as I know who are not willing 
that the matter should be settled in 
the manner indicated.” 

Straight-to-the-bridge advocates af- 
firm their belief that the direct route, 
being 1 mile shorter than the other, is 
best suited for the State highway. 
Furthermore, they declare, State aid is 
their only hope for improving the short 
route, the need for which is immediate, 
while Dr. Johnson’s 200-foot boulevard 
is planned as a memorial highway, for 
which there is no immediate pressing 
need, and, being of national import, 
has reasonable assurance of obtaining 
Federal appropriations. 

“Our organization believes,” con- 
cluded Orr, “that every consideration 
clearly indicates the straight-to-the- 
bridge route should be improved first. 
After that we will all put our shoulders 
to the wheel to make Dr. Johnson’s 
splendid dream a reality.”

SHIP BELIEVED WAITING 


Los Angeles, June 19 (By A. P.).— 
Another step was taken today in the 
frustration of what Federal operatives 
believe an attempt to ship arms and 
ammunition from the United States to 
Mexico with the arrest here of three 
men on charges of conspiracy to vio- 
late the Federal neutrality act. 

A truck and trailer load of rifles and 
shells, part of the evidence of the al- 
leged conspiracy, was seized yesterday 
en route from San Francisco to San 
Pedro, where it was to have been ship- 
ped southward on a fishing vessel. 

John B. Mannersean, asserted presi- 
dent of the Pacific Arms Co. of San 
Francisco; Guillermo Rosas, an at- 
torney, and Ralph C. Sanders, are the 
men arrested by city detectives. They 
were placed in jail. 

“Mannersean is a big gunman from 
San Francisco,” declared Lucien Wheel- 
er, Department of Justice chief investi- 
gation officer. “He is the president of 
the Pacific Arms Co., which sold the 
munitions, according to our informa- 
tion.” : 

Mannersean gave his occupation as 
an oil engineer and his residence at a 
local hotel. 

The load of arms and ammunition, 
declared to be worth $50,000, is in San 
Pedro under surveillance. It was seized 
50 miles north of Santa Barbara and 
ordered to continue to its destination, 
under the guard of Federal agents, who 
captured it. The truck and trailer load 
proceeded to San Pedro, where it had 
been expected to be met by a fishing 
vessel for transshipment. The vessel 
had not appear late today, although it 
was declared to be in the harbor. 


2 Young Men Killed 
Under Roller-Coaster 


Chicago, June 19 (By A. P.) —Falling 
from the front car of a roller coaster 
train hurtling down the last breath- 
taking dip of the roller coaster railroad 
at the Exposition Part near Aurora to- 
night, two youths were crushed to death 
beneath the wheels of ire cars.

Mr. Berliner, president of the Poto- 
mac Flying Service, Inc., uses Hoover 
Field as a landing field for his planes, 
but only for day flying. 

It will be necessary to equip the fleld 
with one powerful flood light. Those 
used by the Postoffice Department’ are 
of 500,000,000 candle power, and give a 
light that makes possible the reading of 
a paper half a mile away. The city has 
the option of choosing its own flood 
light, but a light of this strength prob. 
ably will be necessary. The light floods 
the field as bright as day to an altitude 
of 15 feet. The planes can descend 
upon a field so lighted with compara- 
tive ease and safcty. 

Then the boundaries of the field 
must be lighted with white lights, and 
all obstacles in the vicinity of the field, 
trees, telephone poles, and the like, 
with red lights. The wind cone, show- 
ing direction of wind, must be made 
visible. 

The Departinen*: of Comme:ce, it is 
believed, will give its approval of Hoover 
. leld, augmented with the strip of land 
400 feet wide and 900 feet long, pro- 
posed to be added to the field from the 
adjoining experimental farm. The 
strip would extend rom the field at 
right angles, and would provide run- 
ways of fair extent in four. possible 
directions. 


Might Accept Field. 


Harold F. Pitcairn, president of the! 
contracting company, has indicated 
that he may be willing to accept Hoover 
Field, thus augmented, if the Depart- 
ment of Commerce approves of it, for 
he has implicit faith in the judgment 
cf the experts of the department. How- 
ever, he has made it clear that he is 
not enthusiastic over Hoover Field for 
night flying, even with the suggested 
strip added to it.. 

The trend of the activities of local 
groups interested in the project indi- 
cates that Hoover Field wili be selected 
as the temporary site. In case it is, 
however, there is still the possibility 
that the aviation company may find 
it unsatisfactory after trying it out, 
and move the stop to Baltimore, which 
is the thing which local interests are 
striving to prevent, and the reason 
that such a concerted move is being 
made to provide a temporary field by 
the time plane: begin operation. 


Survey to Be Started. 


Maj. Covell said he will begin a sur- 
vey of all prospective temporary land- 
ing fields tomorrow or the next day 
with an officer of the Army Air Service. 
He expects to be able to report to the 
Commissioners within two weeks, and 
by that time it will be definitely known 
what temporary field has been selected. 
However, Hoover Field may be chosen 
at once and negotiations immediately 
begun with the Department of Agri- 
culture for the strip of land. 

The Board of Trade, at its meeting in 
the board offices at 7:30 o’clock tonight, 
will consider the airport problem. 

The special committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, of which Jerome Fan- 
ciulli is chairman, will meet again at 
4:30 o’clock tomorrow to further dis- 
cuss the matter of a temporary field. 
Before the meeting further data will be 
obtained on the temporary sites which 
the committee inspected Saturday, as 
well as on other prospective sites.

“Some years ago, while I was in 
charge of the Navy's high powered sta- 
tion at Arlington, it became desirable 
to beautify the ground space under the 
lofty towers, and as a preliminary step 
it was decided to plant a crop of barley 
so in time it could be plowed under to 
help fertilize the very clayed soil, To 
every one’s amazement the crop of 
barley grew to immense size and a full 
grown man would be lost to view when 
he attempted to walk through it.”

It has rung for wed- 
dings and funerals, given the alarm of danger, 
in scenes of peace, and has been heard as the 
cattle bell. The jester’s cap was trimmed with 
bells, and in ancient synagogues the high 
priest’s robe was edged with golden bells.” 

Bells have been used particularly in relig- 
fous ceremonies, pagan and Christian, from 
the times of the feast of Osiris in ancient 
Egypt. They were used in Greece, Rome and 
Persia, while in China and Japan are still to 
be found bells that date back to the earliest 
dynasties, 

Fabulists and poets have written of bells. 
Every schoolboy has read of the manner in 
which they “tinkle, tinkle, tinkle in-the icy 
air of night,” and many of them recall the 
punishments meted out for failure to respond 
promptly when the teacher agitated the clap- 
per in the old hand bell, back in the days of 
the district school, when the bell and the birch 
were the symbols of educational authority. 
That carillon was an appropriate gift of the 
alumni to old Princeton. 


VOTERS WHO DO NOT VOTE. 

If Senator Reed, of Missouri, would raise 
his voice against the failure of voters to vote, 
instead of suggesting that voters are bought, 
he would find the public with him. Although 
President Coolidge’s list of desirable reforms, 
cited at Hammond, Ind., made bare mention 
of the listlessness of voters, it was at least 
mentioned, while Senator Reed failed to stress 
the dangerous neglect of duty on the part of 
voters. 

Pennsylvania had a population of 9,300,000 
in 1925, and it is estimated that the number 
of voters in that State is 4,000,000. The total 
vote in the presidential election of 1924, the 
largest vote ever cast in Pennsylvania, was 
2,118,240. In 1926 the total vote was 1,470,- 
867, or only about 26 per cent of the total 
possible vote. Of these William S. Vare re- 


ceived 822,187, only 20,000 more than were 


cast for his. predecessor in 1922. William 
B. Wilson, who was supported by both the 
Democratic and Labor parties, received 640,- 
680 votes, 29 votes less than were cast by 
the Democratic and Labor voters in 1922. 
Vare’s plurality over Wilson was 173,507. 
It is asserted that this plurality was made up 
of stuffed or purchased votes. If the purchase 
of votes is as easy as Senator Reed intimates, 
it is strange that some investment was not 
made in the 2,529,133 stay-at-home voters in 
Pennsylvania last year. 

Voters know very well that no one can 
purchase sufficient votes to determine the re- 
sult when hundreds of thousands of votes are 
involved. The Australian ballot has practi- 
cally eliminated purchased votes, because the 
purchaser can not be sure that the voter will 
“deliver the goods.” 

The extravagant use of money in primary 
campaigns is not any proof that votes are 
purchased. Indeed, it is evidence that votes 
can not be bought, but must be obtained by 
energetic canvassing. The candidates in the 
Pennsylvania primaries were all tarred by the 
same stick in the matter of using large sums 
of money for canvassing. But there is no 
law against this practice, and in a large State 
it is impossible to wage a campaign without 
spending large sums of money. 

If all the voters of Pennsylvania had gone 
to the polls in 1926, the senatorial result 
might have been different, although no one 
questions the fact that the Republicans greatly 
outnumber the Democrats. The Vare and 
Wilson vote is substantially in line with the 
party votes in 1922. There is as Much reason 
for charging corruption in 1922 as in 1926, 
and no more, 

Unless the Senate can be convinced that 
Pennsylvania has elected a Democrat instead 
of a Republican, it is difficult to see how it 
can refuse to seat William S. Vare. But when 
only 26 per cent of the voters of a State take 
the trouble to carry on the government, it is 
a situation that ought to engage the atten- 
tion of Senator Reed and all other patriots.

TREES FOR PAPER. 


Dr. Ralph McKee, of Columbia University, 
and Dr. A. D. Stout, of the New York Bo- 
tanical Gardens, backed by a large commercial] 
paper mill, have developed a hybrid poplar 
tree for production of wood pulp that will 
grow to a height of 60 feet and a thickness of 
18 inches in 18 years. The paper obtained 
from poplar. pulpwood, according to Dr. Me- 
Kee, is of quality superior to that now gen- 
erally obtained from spruce. 

W. P. Beazzell, New York editor, recently 
told a group of Pennsylvania newspaper men 
that the American newspaper had grown to 
be a billion dollar industry. Growth to this 
tremendous size has caused some concern re- 
garding the future of spruce pulpwood, the 
source of supply for the paper upon which the 
industry absolutely depends. The Department 
of Agriculture has been experimenting for 
some time with paper produced from hard- 
woods. This process, however, is still in the 
experimental stage and practically all news- 
print, so-called, today is made from spruce 
pulp. , 

Its spruce timber supply is a vital consid- 
eration to the producing mill. Recently sev- 
eral such establishments have found it wise to 
curtail or stop production in the United States, 
moving their equipment across the border into 
Canada to locate in the midst of great forests. 
By controlling their cutting; and reforesting 
immediately thereafter, they believe it possible 
to assure a perpetual supply of spruce, al- 
though, because of the comparatively slow 
growth of the timber, they must keep large 
areas in reserve. at all times. Development 
of a fast-growing poplar satisfactory for the 
production of newsprint will be of great value 
to the producing mills, and incidentally to pub- 
lishers and the reading public as well. 
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THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


Once more the English languages is to under- 
go areformation. The Anglo-American confer- 
ence on English, meeting in London, has named 
) of 100 tv consider the “problems 
of the common language of the English-speak- 
ing countries.” Much criticism of the way in 
which the mother tongue is abused was voiced 


| by delegates to the conference, but they were 
‘unable to express what “they intended to de 
About it any more clearly than ts here set forth — 
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many dialects as there are individuals who use 
this form of speech; a statement that comes 
closer to being axiomatic than many that the 
famous and rebellious philosopher has made. 

Most of those who struggle with the perplexi- 
ties and gradations of English, as it is variously 
interpreted, will be puzzled to know what 
| standard the members of the conference com- 
mittee intend to use in purifying the spoken 
word. It is customary for the purists in the 
United States to sigh for the pronunciation and 
enunciation of the British, but who would 
adopt the speech of a Yorkshireman or the 
dialect of a Cockney as the model for others 
to follow? ! 

If one of the many inflections. common to 
this country is to be made the model for 
others to follow, which one will it be? Except 
for Back Bay Bostonese, there is little to 
recommend the nasal wanderings which ac- 
company conversation in the New England re- 
gions. The Southern drawl has a pleasing 
sound, but not when it is grafted to the illiter- 
acies that resulted whén African stock attempt- 
ed to master a new tongue. The hale and 
hearty idiom of the West is American, surely 
—but is it English? 

It would be creating a new language to con- 
solidate only the good of all these dialects and 
set the finished product up ag true and perfect 
language, and English would be robbed of 
some of its best elements if any one of its 
forms should be discarded entirely. Again, 
how can perfection keep pace with growth? 
No sooner will the savants have established 
their code than new words and idioms will be 
knocking at the door seeking admission, so 
that thoughts may be better expressed. 

The English language is like the sea, fed 
by many fresh streams and noble rivers, bear- 
ing divers colors and smacking of the soils; 
and yet the sea is clear and hath a salty savor 
throughout. 


PREFERENCE FOR APARTMENTS. 


While the scientists of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution are delving into the history of the 
first “‘apartment houses” or pueblos of the 
Southwest, the Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
been investigating the growth in popularity 
of the modern apartment house as compared 
with the single ‘“‘homes” in urban centers. The 
statisticians find that there has been a marked 
change from single dwellings to apartments 
within the last few years, especially in cities 
of 500,000 and over, of which there are four- 
teen in the United States. 

Of the fourteen cities only two show the 
slightest indication of a desire on the part of 
the inhabitants to return to the single home. 
These are Baltimore and Milwaukee. In all 
the others apartment life seems to be growing 
in attractiveness. In Baltimore the percentage 
of population living in apartments, or multi- 
family dwellings, was 10.6 in 1921, and only 
6.8 in 1926. In Milwaukee, 28.7 per cent of 
the people lived in apartments in 1925, and 
in 1926 the percentage was reduced to 19.5. 

In the borough of Manhattan 99.9 per cent 
of the people live in apartments. In Wash- 
ington, while there were 24.6 per cent among 
the apartment dwellers recorded in 1921, the 
percentage reached 66.3 last year. 

The real object of the survey by the Labor 
Department was to ascertain the effect of the 
change in the character of homes occupied by 
the people upon the kind of work demanded by 
those employed in construction industry. 

Speaking broadly, says the report, the one- 
family dwelling is primarily a matter of brick 
and wood, and the workers employed are 
chiefly bricklayers and carpenters. The large 
apartment houses, on the other hand, while 
still demanding the carpenter and the brick- 
layer,’also call for structural iron and steel 
work and ‘for concrete work on a large scale, 
besides the products of many other industries 
which have little or nothing in common with 
the building of the cottage or bungalow. 

While apartment house construction pro- 
duces a shortage in the demand for some 
classes of skilled labor, the increased demand 
for the services of men of other trades ap- 
pears to balance the scales, so that labor as a 
whole is scarcely affected one way or the other 
by the change in the taste of the American 
homeseeker back to the designs of the pueblos 
of prehistoric times, 


DIPLOMA MILLS IN EXCELSIS, 


' The diploma mill in action in the United 
States is a fine example of aggressive and 
daring dishonesty, but in competition with 
the same class of machination in Mexico, it 
must be conceded that it takes a back seat. 
The Mexican project is conceived on a far 
more grandiose scale. All sorts of degrees, 
from bachelor of arts to doctor of philosophy, 
literature, science, or medicine, may be ob- 
tained in a few months or a few days on pay- 
ment of certain fees nicely graduated according 
to the degree sought and also according to 
the financial standing of the applicant. No 
study, no examination is necessary—the one 
essential is cash. A short course of study is, 
indeed, occasionally outlined, but the letter 
of information contains the broad hint that this 
preliminary, may be dispensed with, provided 
the money is forthcoming. 

A delightful variant on the United States 
practice is afforded by the intimation that 
all comers, however high or low their educa- 
tional attainments may be, can have a degree, 


any American or European university. Into 
this splendidly expeditious service are pressed 
—all unwittingly, of course—names of in- 
stitutions of world-wide renown—Oxford, the 
Sorbonne, Vienna, Harvard, Columbia, et al. 
For the sheepskins containing these magnifi- 
cent certificates the fee is correspondingly 
large—but the larger the better and the more 
grist they bring to the diploma mill. If one 
is ambitious and can afford to pay for the 
luxury, one may have several degrees from 
different foreign institutions at the same time.

prove objectionable to nationals of 
foreign countries. 

When. ‘such film stories come to his 
notice, the “secretary” of the depart- 
ment searches his file to see if any 
previous representationg or letters or 
information have been received which 
touch on the. subjects involved. If so, 
he makes’ the necessary corrections. at 
once. If no such information is avail- 
able, however, he gets in touch with 
the local consul of the country affected 
and informs him just what the picture 
will show. The consul then either acts 
in the capacity of a censor or refers 
the matter to his government. 

In rare cases ambassadors at Wash- 
ington have been called on to decide 
whether favorable or adverse feeling 
would be created by certain scenes or 
titles. Several times pictures with 
Mexican locales have been sent com- 
plete to Mexico City for inspection 
by the educational and foreign rela- 
tions departments of the Mexican gov- 
ernment before being permitted to 
projection in the United States. 

Beetson said no working agreement 
existed between the Federal Govern- 
ment and the movie foreign censorship 
department, but that the system 
actually constituted cooperation with 
the foreign affairs offices of the goy- 
ernment so fer as the film indystry 
was concerned. 

The commercial phase is not lost 
sight of, he said, because a film which 
offended patriotic feeling or racial 
pride could scarcely be a financial suc- 
cess abroad. 


Queen Mary’s Hobby 
Is Collecting F-~s 


London, June 19 (By A. P.).—One of 
Queen Mary’s hobbies is the collection 
of fans, which she inherited from her 
mother, the Duchess of Teck. Princess 
Mary, her daughter, is also a fan col- 
lector, but has nothing like the quan- 
tity or the valuable specimens which 
Queen Mary shows to her most inti- 
mate friends. There are jeweled fans, 
painted fans, lace and feathered fans 
of all shapes and sizes. 

One of the most remarkable fans in 
the collection was made in England 
some years ago. The sticks are of red 
tortoise shell with a crown and the 
queen’s initials “V. M,” on the outer 
stick. The fan is covered with special 
feathers from the wings of woodcocks. 
As only one such feather is found on 
each wing, 3,600 woodcocks, shot by 
the king and ‘his friends, were required 
to make the fan.

They represent and treat 
me as a sort of monomaniac—a hairy 


personification of our poor Lorraine, 
incapable of nourishing other designs 
than those of vengeance. 

“If I had been animated by such 
passions you would have been the first 
to disown me. Not only do we detest 
war because this region has suffered 
even more terribly than other sections 
of France, but we have even greater 
interest than the rest of our country 
in restoring good relations with our 

neighbors. 

“France has nothing more. to desire 
but and the observation of the 
treaties. She desired nothing else yes- 
terday; she desires nothing else today, 
and she will desire nothing else to- 
morrow.” « 

The premier declared that whatever 
had menaced since it was pro- 
claimed, tt was not the bad wishes of 
France. 

“France never has sought anything 
either outside or beyond the treaties,” 
he continued. “She has only demanded 
and will only continue to demand the 
security of her frontier.and the pay- 
ment of reparations. At Locarno, as at 
Geneva, she has given sufficient proof 
of her pacific intentions. But why, 
fifteen days ago, did Germany, on her 
side, send with ostentation a warship 
to Lisbon, which she still calls the 
Alsace? Why, in a speech, after Locar- 
no did an important Reich minister 
declare that the renunciation of armed 
force had simply been dictated to Ger- 
many by the declaration that Germany 
should not ss any armed force? 
Why did he declare that there had been 
no moral renunciation by the German 
populace? 

“Why has another German minister 
forcefully said that he considered Als- 
ace a German province and that in 
submitting to voilence Germany had 
not renounced any German land. Can 
the Berlin government believe that. 
such an interpretation of the Locarno 
agreements corresponds with the senti- 
ments of France?” 

M. Poincare followed this indictment 
of Germany’s actions with criticisms of 
the hints that Germany, within the 
next two years, will demand revision of 
the Dawes plan and refuse to meet the 
payments. provided therein.

A significant feature of the anti- 
crime legislation was the tendency to 
follow New York’s pattern in curbing 
the activities of habitual criminals and 
the operations of bands of organized 
criminals.

Checks on Firearms. 


A number of legislatures discussed 
the carrying and use of firearms. Many 
States had already provided them- 
selves with checks against this prac- 
tice, and several followed suit in 1927. 
Measures providing for criminal iden- 
tification were passed by several legis- 
i latures. 

The most drastic action toward curb- 
ing crime was taken in California, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Iowa and 
New York. 

New York’s legislature passed 17 of 
41 anticrime bills submitted by the 
Baumes Crime Commission, headed by 
Senator Caleb H. Baumes, author of 
the Baumes act. Those failing of pas- 
Sage were considered the most impor- 
tant by the Baumes commission. Most 
of the seventeen laws enacted are vir- 
tually amendments to the penal law 
and code of criminal procedure. One 
provides that in all cases where ap- 
peal may be taken by the defendant 
the prosecution also may appeal. 

Iowa’s legislature passed a score of 
bills designed to make more thorny the 
a. ‘trod by the feet of criminals. 

ost of the measures vest gréater au- 
thority in peace officers and increasé 
the funtional capacity of prosecutors. 
The machine gun and automatic rifle 
Were outlawed, a criminal indentifica- 
tion measure was adopted and there 
Was a general tightening of laws re- 
garding automobile thefts and jury 
commissions. 

An ‘habitual criminal law, patterned 
after New York’s Baumes act, was the 
Outstanding anticrime measure in 
South Dakota. The measure deviates 
from its pattern, however, in that it 
makes discretionary instead of man- 
datory the imposition of life sentence 
on fourth offenders. A bill permitting 
the prosecution to comment on a de- 
fendant’s failure to testify also was 
passed.

North Dakota’s Law. 


North Dakota added nine bills to the 
anticrime legislation of the year. Three’ 
of these are considered of prime im- 

rtance. They are the habitual crim- 

Mal act, comparable to the Baumes 
act; the uniform motor vehicle theft 
act, and the law eliminating the af- 
fidavit of prejudice in criminal cases. 
Other laws speed up appeals and clar- 
ify and amend details of criminal pro- 
cedure. 

Minnesota passed legislation estab- 
lishing a State bureau of criminal 
identification and record, passed a 
modified copy of the Baumes act, and 
raised to five years the pegalty for use 
of firearms in commission of felony. 
As was done in several other States, a 
law was enacted making it compulsory 
for the district attorney to file reasons 
for dismissals. 

The California Legislature, having 
‘completely revised the penal code, 
adopted measures for speedier trials, 
always considered a crime deterrent. 
Laws were passed abolishing the rais- 
ing of the plea of insanity during trial, 
making it more hazardous to use fire- 
arms in the commission of crimé, and 
adopting an habitual criminal act, with 
life sentence for fourth offenders. 
Third offenders are to get twelve years 
without parole. Insanity must be a 

t of the initial plea, else separate 
trial will be made of this issue, subse- 
quent to trial for offense. 

Nebraska adopted a law much like 
New York’s Baumes law. New Jersey 
provided for life sentence for fourth 
offenders. Indiana’s General Assembly 
passed bills providing for establishment 
of a bureau of criminal identification, 
codification of its penal code and meas- 
ures expected to speed up trials. 
Wyomin’s legislators passed two bills 
to check the still prevalent cattle thief 
and New Mexico’s lawmakers adopted 
measures to speed up trials and rais- 

ing the penalty for embezzlement...

EMBASSY POSITION 


Usefulness of Military Attache 
Called Impaired, After 
Document Incident. 


FUTURE ASSIGNMENT 
NOT YET ANNOUNCED 


Government Has Not Dis- 
closed Inquiry Result, but 
Officer Was Cleared. 


Col. Edward Davis, American mill- 
tary attache at Mexico City, who was 
called to Washington in April to assist 
in the investigation of the alleged 
thefts and forgéries of American_diplo- 
matic documents from the United 
States Embassy in the Mexican capital, 
is to be transferred to another assig- 
ment. His usefulness as military at- 
tache in Mexico City, it is understood, 
has been impaired because of the stolen 
and forged document incident. and the 
War Department has decided to with- 
draw him. in the absence of Secretary 
of War Davis, however, officials de- 
clined to say where Col. Davis is to 
be assigned. 

The State Department and War De- 
partment have never disclosed the re- 
sult of the investigation made of the 
documents stolen from the office of 
Military Attache Davis in Mexico City. 
On April 16; the State Department 
issued a brief statement to the effect 
that Col. Davis, Consul General Alex- 
ander W. Weddell and members of the 
staff of the American Embassy in 
Mexico City had discussed with Assis- 
tant Secretary Robert E. Olds, the in- 
cident of the missing papers. The an- 
nouncement at that time indicated 
that the State Department would later 
make known the result of the investi- 
gation then in progress. 


War Department Silent. 


The War Department has maintained 
the strictest silence on the incident, ex- 
cept to-explain at the time Col. Davis 
was recalled to Washington that he was 
not personally involved in the matter. 

It was indicated yesterday that Am- 
bassador Sheffield and Secretary Kellogg 
might have included in their discus- 
sions the last week the matter of for- 
géeries and theft of official. documents 
from the American Embassy in Mexico 
City, and that perhaps the State De- 
partment .would find it desirable to 
make public a statement on this phase 
of the ambassador’s discussions. When 
Secretary Kellogg was asked Friday if 
there was anything he could say about 
the Mexico situation, he replied that 
he could not discuss the subject “at 
this time.”

the Adas Israel . Congregation, when 
questioned yesterday about the instal- 
lation, disclaimed any knowledge of it, 
although the exercises were held in his 
synagogue. Carroll declared the syna- 
gogue had been loaned the supporters 
of Rabbi Barishansky, ostensibly for 
installing him as rabbi of the Shomele 
Shabbos Synagogue only. Only one 
other synagogue, the Agudas Israel, of 
Eighth and I streets northeast, is 
known to be supporting the new rabbi, 
although three were said to have for- 
mally recognized him. 


Called “Spite Work.” 


Mr. Carroll, president of the organiz- 
ed congregations, commenting last 
hight on the installation, declared it 
“spite work” of a former president of 
the organization, who was suspended 
from membership “for trying to run 
things” after he had resigned the 
presidency. 

On his expulsion, Mr. Carroll declar- 
ed, Moses Shapiro, the former presi- 
dent, threatened to bring a new rabbi 
to Washington and set him up as “head 
rabbi” in place of Rabbi Silverstone and 
Rabbi Horwitz, established in that capc- 
ity for 20 years. 

Mr. Carroll branded Rabbi Barishan- 
Sky as a “radical who has been run out 
‘of several cities already for his radical 
tendencies.” He said ‘New York, At- 
lantic City and Boston were among 
these. 

The new orthodox official was for 30 
years a rabbi in Russia. More than three 
years ago he was imprisoned by the 
Soviet government, which objected to 
his religious views, according to Rabbi 
J. T. Loeb, of the Ohev Sholem con- 
gregation. After serving six months 
imprisonment, according to Rabbi Loeb, 
he was released and allowed to come 
to America. 


Elaborate Installation. 


The installation exercises held at the 
Adas Israel Synagogue yesterday were 
elaborate. A parade in which marched. 
approximately 1,000 of Rabbi Barishan- 
sky’s supporters at 5 o’clock left his 
home at 501 M street northwest and 
marched to the synagogue. The partici- 
pants marched to music by the Wash- 
ington Boys’ Independent Band, and 
were led by five rabbis from other 
cities. 

Each of these, with aRbbi Isaac 
Greenblatt, of this city, spoke at the 
installation.
